In  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  there  are  thirty  thousand  pages,  but  if  all  the  Railway  Rates  in  Great  Britain  were 
printed  they  would  fill  the  29  volumes  of  the  Encyclopaedia  many  times  over.  One  Railway  Company  alone  has  in  operation 
more  than  thirty  million  rates.  For  this  reason  it  is  only  possible  to  give  typical  examples  of  Railway  Rates  in  this  pamphlet. 

OBJECT  OF  THE  PAMPHLET. 

The  object  of  the  pamphlet  is  to  show  the  “ Man  in  the  street  ” how  the  new  Railway  Rates  affect  the  cost  of  living, 
and  to  removeany  misconceptions  that  may  exist.  The  rates  are  worked  out  to  the  price  per  lb.  or  other  unit.  The  average 
citizen  is  not  concerned  with  the  fact  that  fresh  meat  is  carried  from  Liverpool  to  London  at  45s.  7d.  per  ton.  He  has  no 
inclination  to  find  out  how  much  it  is  per  pound  weight,  but  the  pamphlet  gives  this  information,  and  it  shows  the  consumer 
that  the  cost  of  railway  carriage  is  trifling.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  pictorial  representation  printed  on  the  back  page  of  the 
cover.  Few  people  realise  that  Fish  is  conveyed  from  Aberdeen  to  London,  a distance  of  525  miles,. by  express  trains,  for  a 
total  rail  charge  of  just  over  one-halfpenny  per  pound.  Again,  the  charge  for  conveyance  of  Fish,  such  as  Brill,  Cod,  Ling, 
Haddock,  Plaice  and  Skate  by  Passenger  train  from  Grimsby  and  Hull  to  London  (see  page  8)1  is  only  one  farthing  per  lb. 

The  pamphlet  is  divided  into  two  sections,  the  first  being  devoted  to  examples  of  Rates  for  merchandise  conveyed  by 
Goods  trains.  The  second  section  is  confined  to  Passenger  Train  rates. 

CARRIAGE  OF  RAW  MATERIALS. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  quotation  of  specimen  Railway  Rates  affords  no  useful  purpose  as  they  do  not  cover  the 
carriage  of  goods  in  the  raw  state.  To  meet  this  objection,  on  page  4 will  be  found  the  rates  for  the  carriage  of  cotton  from  its 
raw  state  through  all  the  various  processes  of  manufacture  until  the  cloth  is  ready  for  export.  The  total  increased  cost  of 
carriage  is  237d.  per  pound,  or  less  than  one  farthing  per  pound. 

Another  example  quoted  on  page  7 is  for  the  conveyance  of  tobacco  ieaf  from  Birkenhead  to  Bristol,  where  the  increase 
is  09d.  per  lb.,  and  the  manufactured  Tobacco  from  Bristol  to  London,  showing  that  the  increase  is  -lid.  per  lb. 

In  the  case  of  Jam  the  increase  in  the  rate  for  plums  from  Faversham  (Kent)  to  Liverpool  is  given  on  page  10  as  -lid. 
per  lb.  The  increase  in  the  conveyance  charge  for  plum  jam  is  shown  on  page  6 as  145d.  per  lb.,  Liverpool  to  Southampton 
being  the  selected  points.  If  the  weight  of  the  jar  or  carton,  which  has  not  been  taken  into  consideration,  was  as  much  as  the 
jam,  the  additional  charge  would  only  be  about  Id.  per  3£  lbs. 

What  is  true  of  Cotton  Cloth,  Tobacco  or  Jam  applies  to  other  articles  of  merchandise  or  food,  whether  they  are  Hard- 
ware, Furniture,  or  Eggs,  &c.  In  many  instances  allowances  have  been  made  for  the  weight  of  packing.  The  examples  quoted 
are  sufficient  to  show  that  the  increases  in  the  Railway  Rates  do  not  appreciably  affect  the  consumer. 

RELATION  OF  RAILWAY  CHARGES  TO  VALUE  OF  GOODS. 

An  analysis  of  the  cost  of  Railway  carriage  in  relation  to  the  value  of  goods  gives  interesting  results.  The  carriage  of  an 
actual  consignment  of  boots  and  shoes  from  Rushden  (Northamptonshire)  to  London  valued  at  £19  4s.,  and  weighing  30  lbs 
is  Is.  9d.  Other  examples  are  given  on  pages  7 and  14. 

RATES  NOT  INCREASED. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  there  is  no  increase  in  the  charge  for  the  carriage  of  fresh  Milk,  which  the 
Railway  Companies  are  still  carrying  at  very  low  rates.  There  is  also  no  increase  in  the  Goods  Train  rates  for  conveyance  of 
Manure  in  bulk,  packed  Manure,  Basic  Slag,  or  Lime,  for  agricultural  purposes.
